Each 
month she goes through the import- 
ant publications which Sialin hasn’t 
the time to read, and prepares a type 
written digest of the most important 
facts. 

Most of her time is devoted to her 
father’s and interest. When 
the Government Press Service, where 
she worked incognito for a time, was 
transferred from Moscow to Kubisheyv 
she remained behind because she did 
not want to leave her father alone ib 
Moscow.

ermine, wolf, otter, fisher. bear. and 
wolverine. Fluctuations in the num- 
ber of various species of wildlife nat- 
urally influence the fur yield, and 
these fluctuations are being studied 
by the Dominion Government in co- 
operation with the Bureau of Animal 
Population at Oxford University. The 
establishment of native game preser- 
ves is helping to maintain the fur in- 
dustry for the native population - an 
industry which has _ provided their 
chief marketable commodity since the 
early days of the fur trade in North- 
ern Canada, 

A more scientific management ot! 
the wildlife resources of the North- 
west Territories is being planned for 


the post-war years, Already much 
has been done to presenve and per- 
petuate this valuable resource with 


the object of ensuring the livelihooa 


of those natives who from time im- 


memoriaf Tiave been dependent upon 
wildlife for their existence. Game 


sanctuaries, as distinct from native 
| game preserves, have been set aside 
| by the Government. They include the 
Thedon and Twin Islands Game Sanc- 
tuaries covering many thousands of 
square miles, Over these areas hunt- 
ing and trapping are entirely forbid- 
den and wildlife is being gradually 
restored, As the need arises other 
area are delimited in order to prevent 
further depletion of certain species, 
A recent example is the closing of an 
area of about 14,000 square miles in 
the Mackenzie Delta as a measure to 
ensure the propagation of beaver in 
that region.

Twenty-two different varieties 
o2is appeared among samples scut 
in to our laboratory, last year, for 
germination tests. Only eight were 
included in lists of recommended 
varieties. They are: Ajax, panne, 
Ragle, Excter, Laurel (hulless 
Legacy, Vanguard and ek 
However, these figures do not pro- 
vide a true picture, because only 
5.3 per cent of the total samples 
received were of non-recommenced 


varieties. In other words, judging 
from the material which 3¢ 
through our laboratarv, 94.79% of 
the outs in the Prairie Provinces, 


in 1944, grew from seed of r 
mended varieties. 

The situation with respeci .o 
barley is similar, but not quite so 
geod. Seventeen different varicties 
were included in samples we tested 
for germination; but only eleven 
are officially recommended. OAC 
21, Mensury Ottawa 60 and Olh 
are recommended, in specified Arecs, 
for malting purposes; while Plush, 
Wisconsin 38, Sanalia, Rex, Pros- 
pect, Newal, "Regal and ‘Trebi are 
considered suitable feed varicties 
Of the feed varieties, all except 
Trebi are smooth awned. 88.8% of 
the samples received were derived 
from recommended varieties. Some 
varieties are suited to some sreas 
and others to others. Detailed 
recommendations may be obtained 
from Dominion Experimental 
Farms, Provincial Departments o: 
\griculture, Universities or Lins 
Elevators Farm Service. 

Line Elevator agents are author- 
ized distributors of seed grain for 
Crop Improvement Associations in 
Manitoba and Alberta, and for the 
Seed Growers’ Association in Sask- 
atchewan. Farmers are invited to 
consult@them about germination 
tests and seed supplies.

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The V. D. Problem

The fight against V. D. is being in- 
tensifed because it is one of Canada’s 
most serious public health problems. 
The number of new cases exceed most 
reportable diseases, including polio- 
myelitis, typhoid fever, diphtheria. 
cancer and tuberculosis. 

More than 300,000 Canadians have 
syphilis, according to estimates of na- 
tional authorities. More than two 
thirds of this number (200,000) are 
not aware of their infection, owing to 
the insidious nature of the disease 
which frequently shows no outward 
manifestations for many years. Sev- 
enty-five percent of all VD infections 
are acquired by the fifteen to thirty 
years age group, with the peak at 
pre-marriage age. 

Its spread is frequently associated 
with active anti-social conditions. 
These include houses of prostitution, 
certain irresponsibly-operated ‘“hot- 
spots”, hotels, rooming houses, etc. 
which passively or willfully ‘faciliate” 


promiscuous sexual behaviour, with 
resultant spreading of V. D. 
The essential facts is for every 


citizen to create sound understanding 
of the problem and end conspiracy of 


silence. Oblition of “quackery” since 
only a physician is qualified to diag- 
nose or treat V. D. Charlatans who 


pose as ‘specialists in men’s diseases’ 
exploit victims with worthless rem- 
edies and lessen chances for cure 
when physician’s care is finally sought 

Since the beginning of 1944, at 
which time a small staff of specialists 
was retained, the federal division has 
eonducted an energetic program in- 


Meas ae" e"e a's es” 


volving provision or creation of mod- 
ern literature, films, etc., for distri- 
bution through provincial channels 
and has made full use of national 
newspaper, radio and theatre  facili- 
ties, 

Action is needed so that hidden 
syphilis may be found and reduce the 
tragic results now evident as a result 
of ignorance or neglect. Substitution 
of humane, therapeutically valuable 
rapid treatment and _ rehabilitation 
centres for “jail treatment” of many 
unfortunate girls and women. 

Provision community health centres 
in which, under attractive and friend- 
ly conditions, preventative and cur- 
ative therapy will be made available 
to deal adequately with the principal 
publie health problems. 

Enlightment of youth, through high 
schools and youth groups, on the sub- 
ject of V. D. and its control. Whole- 
some discussions will contribute much 
to increasing awareness of personal 
and community responsibilities.
